The Superintendent said that in 
the instance of the music super- 
visor, the appointment will fill a 
need which has been felt in the 
school system for some time past. 
Endeavoring to meet this need, some 
of the districts had engaged their 
own music supervisors and this year 
several districts had planned to em- 
ploy their own music supervisor, | 

“We now have a county music su- 
pervisor for the’ entire county for 
less money than it would cost these 
districts for their supervision,” Mr. 
McCoy said, 

“In the case of the attendance of- 
ficer, Mr. Ball’s work will be com- 
bined with his work as county pro- 
bation officer. 

“Attendance at school is not only 


portant to the taxpayer, 
erage daily attendance has a 
rect bearing upon the amount of 
State apporuonment of our schools. 

“When children are needlessly ab- 
sent, our average attendance 1s 
needlessly reduced and 
absences which can be eliminated 
by an attendance officer have an 
important bearing upon the amount 
of money which the state appor- 
tions to our schools.

RANGE FEEDING 
REPORT MADE 


Deficiencies In Minerals 
And Proteins Cause 
Stock To Lose Weight 


IVAN W. LILLEY 
Farm Advisor 


After range teed has become dry 
and there is no green feed avail- 
able, stock often lose weight rapid- 
ly. This is particularly true where 
bur clover seeds or other legumes 
are jacking. The trouble is aggra- 
vated when rains fall on the feed 
after it is dried in the spring. 

The principal deficiencies are in 
protein and minerals, and often the 
feed is of such low value that the 
animals cannot consume enough 
feed to supply sufficient energy 
Protein 
can be supplied by cottonseed cake, 
fish meal, soy bean 
meal, and other portein feeds. The 
minerals can be supplied by having 
steam bone meal and salt available 
at all times during the dry season.

1940 MOTOR VEHICLE LICENSE PLATES WILL HAVE 
BLACK FIGURES ON ORANGE; NOTICES OF 
“iN LIEU" PROPERTY TAX DROPPED 


SACRAMENTO—California’s 1940 
license plates will be orange-yellow 
with black figures, the state depart- 
ment of motor vehicles announced 
today, 


As an economy move, the plates 


will be slightly lighter and have 
rounded corners. The changes in 
specifications will enable the de- 
partment to save $20,000 in mailing 
costs and another $20,000 in pur- 
chase of steel to manufacture the 
required 2,750,000 pairs of tags, ac- 
cording to Howard E. Deems, regis- 
trar of vehicles. 

The style of lettering also will be 
changed, Deems said. In place of 
the “script” design used since 1928, 
the new plates will have block fig- 
ures and letters similar to those used 
between 1915 and 1928. 

Bids for furnishing the plates will 
be called tomorrow by the state 
Division of Purchases, the regis- 
trar announced, with closing time 


for the offers set at August 21. The 
job will require approximately 2,- 
000 tons of steel. 

Deems said the 1940 color combi- 
nation was selected because it ranks 
No. 1 on the U. S. Bureau of Stand- 
ards visibility scale. The orange- 
yellow and black combination was 
used by the state of New York this 
year and by California in 1936. 

In addition to the $40,000 to be 
saved in manufacture of the li- 
censes and mailing, Deems said it 
has been decided to abandon use 
of individual postcards to notify 
automobile owners of the amount of 
their “in lieu” property tax, esti- 
mated to save $110,000 a year. 

The tax will be computed when 
the license plates are issued, or if an 
owner desires to mail his license fee, 
Schedules of the tax will be posted 
at Garages and other places 
throughout the state from which the 
amount can be determined.

Where 
some type of protein feed was avail- 
able on the range, such as bur 
clover seed or soft chess seed, bar- 
ley was substituted for part of the 
cottonseed cake—the amounts fed 
varying with the available feed, 
During the second year, supple- 
mented long yearlings averaged av- 
eraged 954 pounds as against 684 
pounds for the unsupplemented 


group. At weaning time, calves from . 


the supplemented cows averaged 
nearly one hundred pounds more 
than calves from the unsupplement- 
ed cows. 

Where cottonseed cake is fed to 
calves, the pea-size is used instead 
of the nut-size. Available protein 
in the feed assists in the normal 
development of calves and tends to 
increase the supply of milk. 

Where stock are on dry feed too 
long a period with no green feed 
available, a deficiency of vitamin 
A often develops, causing losses at 
calving or lambing time. Vitamin A 
can be supplied by feeding a small 
,quantity of good grade alfalfa hay.

EDITOR’S NOTE: This is the 
second in a series of four articles 
by Ralph H. Taylor, farm leader 
|and legislative observer, reviewing 
| bills which will become laws on Sep- 
tember 19 and analyzing major bat- 
| tles of the 1939 Legislature. 


California taxpayers won Round 
| One in their battle for a curb on 
| State spending and an end to new 
‘State taxes during the hectic and 
| historic legislative session which 
;adjourned at Sacramento on June 
22 after 131 days of perpetual mo- 
| tion. 

| But it was a bitterly-contested, 
| hard-fought fight—and Round Two 
|is coming up when the special ses- 
(sion of the Legislature is convened 
in December or January. 

As a matter of fact, the fight will 

undoubtedly rage all summer in an- 
ticipation of the coming extra ses- 
|}sion, for Governor Olson has an- 
i/nounced his intention of carrying 
the battle to the people, and the 
members of the economy ‘bloc in the 
Legislature may be expected to do 
likewise. 

Under the circumstances, it be- 
hooves the California taxpayers— 
whether farmers or home-owners, 
‘employers of wage-earners — to 
know what may happen when the 
1two houses are called into session 
again to reconsider the tax propos- 
als they recently rejected. 

Of the $63.000.000 in new State 
taxes and increases in existing State 
taxes which Governor Olson asked 
of the 1939 Legislature, only the un- 
opopsed gift tax—designed to pro- 
duce approximately $1,500,000—re- 
‘ceived legislative approval. 
| Higher income taxes, higher busi- 
ness, bank and corporation taxes, 
higher “death taxes” and new taxes 
on natural resources, et cetera, were 
| all defeated. Also rejected were new 
|/and exceedingly heavy payroll taxes 
for compulsory health insurance and 
other new governmental innovations 
which would have hit the pocket- 
books of both employers and work- 
ers. 

But the fact that the economy 


| ‘bloc won out—not only defeating the 


proposed tax increases, but also in 


: | chopping the record-high State bud- 


get and placing some restriction on 
expenditures of relief funds — was 
due to the support which economy- 
minded lawmakers received from the 
people in their home districts. 

The pressure groups of the Work- 
ers’ Alliance and the ultra-liberals 
and radicals who believe that high- 
er taxation is the road to a new 
Utopia were simply out-pressed by 
rebellious workers and employers 
who have been paying the bills for 
non-workers and the beneficiaries of 
government bounty. 

With taxes in many of the State’s 
leading businesses and industries 
taking a bigger share of the re- 
turns than is available for all the 
workers who operate the businesses 
and the stockholders who provide 
the capital, California taxpayers 
simply staged a revolt that rocked 
the Capitol and served notice they 
would not tolerate added tax ex- 
actions. 

But the propaganda machine of 
the spending brigade is already at 
work—and is certain to work over- 
time during the coming months, 
seeking to high-pressure legislators 
into again releasing the brakes and 
opening the vaults of the state trea- 
sury. 

There are announcements that 
the State deficit may reach a peak 
of $100,000,000 sometime this fall; 
that the State credit is endangered; 
that border stations must be closed; 
that State services must be curtail- 
ed; that new taxes MUST be im- 
posed. 

Admittedly, there is a large State 
deficit, though the $100,000,000 fig- 
ure is probably propaganda, rather 
than a facual estimate. But state 
deficits have been remedied, in some 
instances, by reduced state spend- 
ing. Over a period of years, Califor- 
nia’s deficit could be cleared in the 
same manner, if government officials 
realized that the people who elected 
them couldn’t and wouldn’t carry in- 
creased burdens. And the State’s 
‘credit is far more likely to be en- 
dangered by thoughtless supporters
